SB 575 BARHAM ATTORNEY GENERAL  Provides for
documenting and reporting contract with legal
counsel to Louisiana attorney general's office.

SB 605 MCPHERSON HEALTH/HOSPITALS DEPT  Provides for
violations and penalties on nursing homes. (gov
sig)

SCR 28 BOASSO GOVERNOR  Requests the Governor's Office
and the Louisiana Recovery Authority to provide
accurate, detailed information and work papers to
the legislature at least seven business days before
submitting legislative instruments for approval of
proposals for authority expenditures.
